• Do hot w ater bags or electric 
pads do any good? Does an ice bag 
help a headache? 
The skeptic finds reasons for 
scoffing a t these practices. The 
heat from a hot water bag, he 
says, only heats up the superficial 
layers of the skin—so how can it 
help a pain way down deep in 
your stomach? And the same with 
the ice bag on the head—how can 
it help the ache in the brain that 
comes from a congestion of blood 
vessels following an evening out? 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


But in the meantime, in spite 
of the scoffer, the great mass of 
mankind keeps putting on the ice 
bag and the electric pad wherever 
and whenever there is a pain and 
seem to believe that they help. 
And mankind in its way is 
right, and the scoffer, with his 
brilliant reasoning is wrong—so 
say the latest investigations of 
Science. The scoffer just doesn’t 
know enough facts. 
Human tis­ 
sues may not be the best conduc­ 
tors of heat or cold but they have 
some conducting properties never­ 
theless. 
Relieves Throbbing 


Dr. William Bierman and Dr. 
Mae Friedlandor, reporting to the 
American Congress of Physical 
Therapy, reported observations on 
a patient from whom a brain tu­ 
mor had been removed. It was 
possible to insert a thermocouple 
into the frontal part of the brain 
and they found that when an ice 
rap was placed on the forehead 
the brain was cooled to a depth of 
two inches a degree and a half 
Fahrenheit. This would be enough 
to have an effect on the blood ves­ 
sels and relieve the throbbing. 
Heat applied to the surface of 
thc abdomen has been shown to 


penetrate the internal organs. It 
produces its soothing effect first 
from the influence of heat on the 
sensory nerve endings and then 
un the blood vessels and finally on 
the movements—spasm—of th* 
stomach and intestines. 
Drafts and Tissues 
D rafts also affect the tem pera­ 
ture of tissues far below the sur­ 
face. We are inclined to believe 
that 
drafts 
bring 
discomfort 
either from only a reflex action or 
because of sensitiveness on the 
part of the individual. But these 
researches show that a cool draft 
directed on the a l t cools the mus­ 
cles beneath as much as l l de­ 
grees. 
This certainly would be 
enough to induce muscular rheu­ 
matism and stiffness and sore­ 
ness. An ice bag applied to the 
calf lowers the tem perature of the 
muscles underneath 26 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
The effect of the external appli­ 
cation of heat and cold is physio­ 
logically exactly the same—both 
dull nerve endings, pnd causa 
identical changes in the blood ves­ 
sels. 
The body, however, can 
stand a greater range of cold tem­ 
perature than heat and it is prob­ 
able there is a greater future in 
the use of cold for therapeutic 
purposes.
